A  jail  ha*  stood  on  U.i«  mam  *i<a 
for  almost  a  thousand  y«*ii  The  find 
prison  was  nearly  a*  old  a*  the  Tower  of 
London  and  much  older  than  the  Reside. 
Hundred*  of  thousand*  of  "felon*  and  tree* 
passers  "  hare  from  fir*t  to  last  been  incar* 
cerulcd  within,  and  to  many  it  most  have 
been  an  abode  of  sorrow,  suffering  and  un¬ 
speakable  woe,  a  kind  of  terrestrial  inferno, 
to  enter  which  was  to  abandou  every  hope. 
Imprisonment  was  often  lightly  and.  capri¬ 
ciously  inflicted  in  days  before  our  liberties 
were  fully  won,  suJ  iuunmersble  victims  of 
tyranny  and  oppression  have  been  lodged 
in  Nefgalo.  Political  trouble*  also  sent 
tbeir  quota;  the  jad  was  the  half- way 
house  to  the  %ydL>Ll  or  the  gallows  for  tur¬ 
bulent  or  short-sighted  persons  wbo  espoused 
the  losing  side ;  it  was  the  starting  place 
for  the  painful  pilgrimage  to  the  pdiory  or 
whipping-post  which  was  too  frequently 
the  punishment  for  rashly  uttered  bbole  and 
philippics  agaiust  constituted  power.  New¬ 
gate,  again,  was  on  the  high  road  to  8iuith- 
Held  ;  in  times  of  intolctwucw  and  and  fierce 
religious  disaeusion*  numbers  of  devoted 
martyrs  went  thence  to  suffer  for  con¬ 
science’s  sakd  at  (he  stako.  Vror  centuries 
a  large  section  of  the  permanent  population 
of  Newgate,  a*  of  All  jails,  consisted  of  of¬ 
fender^  agaiust  commercial  laws;  fraudu¬ 
lent  bankrupt*  were  banged ;  other*  more 
unfortunate  than  criminal  were  clapped  tutu 
jail  to  Unger  out  their  lives  without  the 
chance  of  earning  the  funds  by  which  alone 
freedom  could  bo  recovered.  Debtors  of 
all  degrees  were  equally  coudotnned  to  Ian- 
guiab  for  years  in  prison,  often  for  the  most 
paltry  stuns— iuuoeout  person*,  also;  jail 
deliveries  were  rare,  and  the  boon  of  ar¬ 
raignment  and  fair  trial  was  strangely  with¬ 
held,  while  ovcu  those  acquitted  in  ojwn 
court  were  often  hauled  bock  to  prison 
becunse  they  were  unable  to  discharge 
the  jailer's  illegal  fee*.  The  condition  of 
the  prisoners  was  most  deplorable.  Tboy 
were  but  scantily  aajqJiod  with  the  com¬ 
monest  necessaries  'of  life.  Light  scarcely 
penetrated  their  dirk  and  loathsome  dun¬ 
geons;  no  breath  of  fresh  air  sweetened 
the  fetid  atmosphere  they  breathed ;  that 
they  enjoyed  the  luxury  of  water  was  due 
to  the  munificence  of  a  pious  ecclesiastio.
